WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.— The fi- 


nance committee of the Democratic cau- 
cus was in session to-day from 
ten 


o'clock to four, bat made absolutely uc 
progress towards agreement. Tho hare 
monej men were willing to repeal the 
resumption act except the free banking 
clause, provided the repeal bill subsiitu 
ted some measure looking lo resump- 
tion however remote.

men would agree to nothing but UDOOQ 
ditional repeal, claiming that it was i 
compromise on their part as it contain- 
ed nothing of inflation or abolition o 
national banks. 
Tbe committee meets 


on Monday again, at ten A- M., but M 
yet there is no prospect of any agree- 
ment. In fact the breach seems get 
ting wider again, and Holman says h 
will in [reduce a repeal bill on Monday 
and try lo pass it under t uspension o 
the rules. 
Heretofore only resolutions 


declaring in favor of repeal of the re- 
sumption act have been offered. 
This 


time it will be the repeal bill itself 
but there is no possibility of getting t 
suspension, 


It transpires that tlio Ohio men ar 


not only demanding that tho Democrat 
ic convention shall go to Cincinnati, bu 
if not thcro il must be at Columbus 
Cleveland or Indianapolis, and in an 
event not St. Louis or Louisville, on 
tlie ground thai it should go to some 
slate whore there is a close fight.
